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1959 TOWN MEETING 


The usual Town Officers were elected, and in addition a Fire 
Commissioner and a Light Commissioner, which were formerly 
elected at the Precinct Meeting. 


The Tax Collector was authorized to allow discounts on taxes 
paid before December 1st, and to appoint a Deputy. The Select- 
men were authorized to hire money in anticipation of taxes. 


The Advisory Council appointed as directed by the 1958 
Town Meeting to study recreational interest and needs in Wolfe- 
boro, gave their report, which included two recommendations: 


1. That this Advisory Council be continued, and 


2. That the Parks and Playgrounds appropriation be in- 
creased by $1200. for a supervised summertime recrea- 
tional program for youth. 


The meeting voted to adopt the first reeommendation and to 
reject the second one. 


It was voted to have the Committee on the Town History 
continue to function and $100. was appropriated for this Com- 
mittee. 


An additional $1000. was raised for the Ski Slope. 

The Budget Committee’s recommended increase of $200. each 
for the Selectmen and $700. for the Clerk of the Selectmen, were 
not approved and the increases were not granted. 


A motion was passed authorizing the Selectmen to study the 
possibility of centralizing the bookkeeping in the various depart- 
ments, and thus save money for the town. 


$1200. was raised by serial notes for a new heating plant in 
Clark Shop, and $10,000. for a new loader for the Highway Dept. 
$3500. was raised to move the Pleasant Valley School House 
up to the Historical House lot to be used by the Historical Society. 


$1500. was raised to help defray expenses of the Bicentennial 
Celebration being conducted by the Chamber of Commerce. 


$4000. was raised to be expended to the best advantage on 
Forest Road together with any TRA money that might be avail- 
able. 


The meeting voted to adopt the non-partisan ballot system 
for the election of Town Officers. 


The Selectmen were authorized to sell a parcel of land to the 


Country Smoke House, Inc. on Railroad Ave. Also to sell the 
Steven W. Clow lot on College Road. 


$1500. was raised for the Libby Museum.

To the inhabitants of the Town of Wolfeboro qualified to 
vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Brewster Memorial Hall 
in said Town on the second Tuesday of March next, from ten 
A. M. until 8 P. M. for the casting of ballots, and at 7 P. M. to 
act on the following articles: 


ARTICLE 1. To choose a Town Clerk, two Auditors, 
Treasurer, Collector of Taxes, and Town Constable for the ensuing 
year, one Selectman for three years, one Trustee of Trust Funds 
for three years, one Library Trustee for three years, one Water 
& Sewer Commissioner for three years, three members of the 
Budget Committee for three years, and one for two years, one 
parks and playgrounds Commissioner for three years, one Fire 
Commissioner for three years, one Municipal Light Commissioner 
for three years, and one or more Overseers of the Poor for 
one year. 


ARTICLE 2. To choose one Highway Agent, or to instruct 
the Selectmen to appoint one Highway Agent. 


ARTICLE 3. To choose all other Town Officers and Agents. 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will authorize the Select- 
men to sell any property taken by tax title or otherwise. 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the 
Selectmen to authorize the Tax Collector to allow a discount on 
real estate taxes if paid before December Ist, at a rate of discount 
not to exceed the rate at which the Town can borrow money on 
short term notes. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will authorize the Select- 
men to hire a sum of money necessary to pay expenses in antici- 
pation of taxes. 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Tax Collector to appoint a Deputy under the provisions of Section 
42, Chapter 80 of the Revised Laws of 1942 as amended by 
Chapter 7 of the Laws of 1945. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will approve and adopt 
the recommendations of the Budget Committee and raise and 
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appropriate the various sums contained in the report and listed 
in the Budget. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of twenty-five hundred ($2500.00) Dollars 
to rebuild Pork Hill. 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of two thousand ($2000.00) Dollars for 
drainage of Factory Street. 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of two hundred ($200.00) Dollars to purchase 
the land, now used as a brush dump at Hyde Hill, of the George 
H. Wakefield Estate. 


ARTICLE 12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of two hundred ($200.00) Dollars to pur- 
chase land of the Daniel Paris Estate, to be used by the Highway 
Department. 


ARTICLE 18. To see if the Town will vote to empower a 
committee of five members; to be made up of one selectman, one 
fire commissioner and one water and sewer commissioner, ap- 
pointed by their respective boards, and two citizens, to be ap- 
pointed by the moderator of the town; to make a study of the 
operation of the Wolfeboro Water & Sewer Department. 


The committee to make public its report of findings and such 
recommendations as to changes in the rate structure, organiza- 
tion and operation of the department, regulations as to extensions 
of its service mains and other changes that may be desirable 
in order to insure future. development of the department on a 
sound basis and to apportion the cost of the services rendered in 
proportion to the benefit derived; whether it be fire protection, 
water service or sewer service. The report of the committee 
to be published at least one month prior to the 1961 Town meeting. 


ARTICLE 14. We the undersigned property owners, at 
Wolfeboro, New Hampshire, do hereby petition the Town of 
Wolfeboro, New Hampshire, to raise and appropriate the sum 
of three thousand ($3000.00) Dollars for the construction of a 
black top road on Cotton Mountain, beginning at the intersection 
of the Stoneham Road and continuing on the Old North Wakefield 
Road for three-tenths of a mile more or less. 


ARICLE 15. To see if the Town will adopt the provisions 
of an act entitled “An Act establishing a Police Commission for 
the Town of Wolfeboro” as described in House Bill No. 420. 
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ARTICLE 16. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of three thousand ($3000.00) Dollars to re- 
build Forest Road at Indian Carry Bathing Beach. 


ARTICLE 17. To see if the town will vote to adopt an ord- 
inance to cause the repair, closing or demolition or removal of 
dwellings which are unfit for human habitation due to delapid- 
ation, dangerous defects which are likely to result in fire, 
accidents, or other calamities, unhealthful lack of ventilation or

Taxes: 


The annual inventory was taken, and our town is still growing 
in assets, which now stand at $8,562,317., an increase of $444,682. 
Over a year ago. The tax rate was $43. per thousand all over 
the town. 


The budget was again increased by $11,937.08 over a year ago. 


Your selectmen are always striving to render the people the 
greatest amount of service at the least expense, and do every- 
thing they can to keep the tax rate down. 

PURCHASING: 

Again we saved a considerable amount of money on the 
purchase of new equipment by competitive bidding. 
HEALTH: 


Again this item had considerable attention. Our dumps 
were not only properly operated, but they were treated for rat 
control by specialists. 


Po'lution of lakes and streams was properly watched, and 
our beaches and parks were cleaned, and provided with proper 
recepticals for rubbish, which in turn, were picked up at proper 
intervals. 


REAL ESTATE: 


We received total rentals of $7,763.41 for town properties, 
and two excess parcels of land were sold for $894.45. 


POLICE DEPARTMENT: 


Our police department had another busy year with the in- 
crease in boat, pedestrian and motor vehicle traffic. 


We regret that we had 1 motor vehicle fatality, and we 
respectfully urge all of our citizens, both young and old, to 
observe our speed laws, and practice safe and courteous driving.

A state wide alert was practiced 
with a good performance, and another interesting item is that he 
procured a 200-bed hospital, complete with bed blankets, drugs, 
and all necessary equipment, now in storage at the Highway 
Garage, at no expense to the town. 


2. The docks were improved, both at Mast Landing and the 
town docks; also the parking area at Mast Landing was expanded. 


3. The following roads were greatly improved: 
A. Green Street 
B. Grove Street 
C. Forest Road 
D. Will Clark Road 
E. Pleasant Valley Road 


4, Also, many of our dirt roads were much improved with 
proper drainage and gravel. 


5. We improved our street lighting. 


6. All private work was eliminated by the Highway De- 
partment. 


7. A great deal of work was done on our town trees in 
connection with the Dutch Elm disease. 


8. The water level of our lakes was controlled for the 
benefit of our boating public. 


9. Of course the precinct was eliminated, which was an 
overall benefit to the town. 


10. A new parking lot was prcvided by the town on Rail- 
road Avenue.

BUDGET COMMITTEE’S REPORT 


The total Budget for the year 1960, recommended by the 
Budget Committee, amounts to $445,612.52 as compared with an 
expenditure of $439,104.39 in 1959, including an unpaid balance 
of $111,000 as of December 31, 1959, to be paid to the Wolfeboro 
School District before July 1, 1960. 


Money borrowed in 1959 amounted to $10,000. In 1960 we 
propose to borrow $9,000. Both of these sums were recommended 
for much needed highway equipment to replace obsolete worn-out 
vehicles. Income, other than taxes received or due in 1959 and 
money borrowed, amounted to $76,976.28. A conservative esti- 
mate of such moneys expected for 1960 tax purposes is at least 
$60,788.90. 


The balance of expenditures for which property taxes must 
be assessed in 1960 will be approximately $375,800 if the Budget 
Committee’s recommendations are approved by the voters cf 
the Town. If our recommendations are approved and the expect- 
ed normal increase in property valuation is realized, the 1960 
tax rate will approximate $4.35 per $100 of valuation as compared 
with the 1959 rate of $4.30. 


Your particular attention is directed to the schedule of re- 
ceipts and expenditures for 1959 and the estimated revenues and 
proposed appropriations for 1960 which appears at the end of 
this report under the caption “The Town Dollar.” The usual 
detailed budgets follow this schedule. 


Two requests for appropriations have been received which are 
submitted to the voters without recommendation of the Budget 
Committee. One is conditioned upon the action of the voters 
on a referendum, included on this year’s printed ballot, regarding 
the adoption of a Police Commission for the Town. If Commis- 
sioners are approved, $300 should be added to the Budget as their 
compensation for 1960. The second is a proposal by the Director 
of Civil Defense, to outfit the Auxiliary Police Force. An appro- 
priation of $1,000 is asked for this purpose. 


TOWN OFFICERS’ SALARIES AND EXPENSES 


Small increases in salaries have been recommended for the 
Tax Collector ($200) and for each of the Overseers of the Poor 
($75). The Committee again recommends an increase of $700 
for the Selectmen’s Clerk because of the heavy load cf work 
required of him. 
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TOWN CONSTRUCTION 


Four articles in the warrant request appropriations for the 
improvement of certain roads in the Town; viz, North Wakefield 
Road, $3,000; Forest Road, $3,000; Pork Hill Road, $2,500; Fac- 
tory Street, $2,000. These appropriations have the approval of 
the Budget Committee. 


SCHOOLS 


The ever growing financial problems of the schools will be 
with us for some years to come. This year the amount requir- 
ed by the school budget, for the fiscal year beginning July 1, 1960, 
is $17,714 more than last year. It has reached the all time high of 
$205,124 equaling 46.0 percent of the estimated Budget, or 54.5 
percent of the tax dollar. 

The increase in the birth rate following World War II is be- 
ginning to have a decided effect upon the cost of High School 
education. Over $9,000 more than the previous year’s cost is 
required for the education of Wolfeboro children attending Brew- 
ster Academy, where the school population from this Town is 
expected to increase by about 25 pupils over the current year. 
This trend will undoubtedly continue for the next three years, 
then it should level off to about 225 annually. 

The cost to the Town is now $360 per pupil at Brewster, com- 
pared with $225 in the fiscal year 1953-54. In the meantime 
costs have increased in Carpenter School to $277 from $210 per 
pupil. With these facts in mind the taxpayers should take a 
much more personal interest in school budgets than they have 
in the past, if they hope to keep tax-rates at a reasonable level. 


TOWN DEBT 


The Town aided the Water and Sewer Department during 
1959, for the third consecutive year, with a loan to assist it in 
making payments on certain of its outstanding notes. As of 
December 31, 1959, the Department owed the Town a total of 
$14,500 but does not anticipate any further loans. Instead, it 
plans to make periodic repayments beginning with 1960. We 
have included in our expected income for this year the sum of 
$4,000. 

The total indebtedness of the Town, not including the Electric 
Light Department and the School District, now stands at $167,288. 
There was a net reduction of $15,914 for the year 1959. We an- 
ticipate a further reduction of $12,914 during 1960.

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TAX COLLECTOR’S REPORT 


Many persons are still confused as to the location of the 
Tax Collector’s office, which is on Union Street in the rear of the 
Brewster Memoriol Hall. 


It cannot be emphasized too strongly that Poll and Head 
Taxes are Demand Taxes, and are due when the bill is presented. 
Should a person who is liable not receive a bill, it is that person’s 
responsibility to ascertain why they did not get one. 


Persons signing an application for a driving license, regis- 
tration of a car, fishing or hunting license, should read carefully 
the affidavit before signing, as the Poll and Head Taxes for the 
previous year must be paid before applying. 


The uncollected property taxes as of January Ist, are greater 
than last year. This condition can be attributed in the main 
that many tax payers are taking advantage of the fact that it 
has been the policy of Wolfeboro not to advertise unpaid taxes 
immediately after the due date, December 1st, and close the Tax 
Books by December 31st or early January, as many towns, large 
and small, do. This places an undue burden on the Town and 
the tax collector. 


Persons involved in the transfer of property should notify 
the Board of Selectmen of such a transfer, giving the name and 
address of the new owner. Also, when an address is changed; 
the Board of Selectmen should be notified. Each year many 
tax bills are delayed in mailing because of the lack of an 
accurate address. 


If there is any question as regards a tax bill it should be 
inquired into promptly, in order to avoid interest charges for 
delayed payment after December 1st of the tax year. 


The Tax Collector maintains regular office hours three days 
a week, Tuesday, Thursday and Saturday, from 9 A. M. until 
1 P. M. at the town offices, and is available at home. Part time 
tax collectors are only required by Statute to be at the town office 
one day a month. The tax collector of Wolfeboro is classified 
as a part time officer, and so compensated.

REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICER 


The past year has been a healthy one with only the usual 
number of illnesses and with no epidemics. Poliomyelitis was a 
rare disease with only three cases locally, all of which were non- 
paralytic, and only one of the cases occurring in a permanent 
resident of Wolfeboro. I believe that we can be glad that our 
people took full advantage of the Salk Vaccine, and it is again 
urged that all persons under the age of fifty years make certain 
that they have their full quota of 4 Salk injections. 


The problem of the care of the elderly and the need for 
adequate homes, both nursing and convalescent, for this age- 
group remains a pressing situation. The local nursing and con- 
valescent establishments, as well as the Carroll County Con- 
valescent Unit, are nearly filled to capacity at all times. 


The local Nursing Association continues to do a good job 
with their various clinics, and the Blood Bank personnel should be 
especially praised for the remarkable number of donors that turn 
out every three months. The donors are to be congratulated 
in their contributions, which are indeed life-saving. 


The school health program continues smoothly and efficiently 
under the supervision of Dr. Harold Gregory and Mrs. Olive 
Prince, R.N. 


It is hoped that the threatening Flu epidemic that is present 
in other parts of the United States at the date of this report will 
be successfully prevented with ‘flu’? injections in Wolfeboro as 
the Asian Flu a few years ago.

During the past year the usual amount of new construction 
and replacements was accomplished. 


At Lake Wentworth 1,309 feet of 1”? Pipe was replaced with 
2” and 11/4,” Pipe, this will give an adequate supply of water along 
the Nerny Shore. 


The Clark Road was finished making a total of 1,155 feet of 
6” Universal Cast Iron Pipe with two new Hydrants which will 
lower the insurance rates on many camps in the locality. 


On Highland Terrace a new street off North Main Street 663 
feet of 6” Universal Cast Iron Pipe was installed with one new 
Hydrant to take care of three new houses being built. 


At the new Episcopal Church on South Main Street 78 feet of 
6” Universal Cast Iron Pipe was installed to take care of the 
church and future buildings on a new street near the church. 


On Forest Road 18 feet of 6” Universal Cast Iron Pipe was 
installed to make a connection with the new street being laid out 
by Mrs. Helen Goodwin. 


Three of the old Hydrants were replaced with new Mueler 
Hydrants, the old Hydrants being damaged by accidents. Seven- 
teen of the old Service Pipes were replaced with Copper Tubing. 


As usual there were a few leaks and breaks in the system 
which were taken care of as soon as possible.

Gentlemen: 


At its annual meeting on March 10, 1959, your town voted an 
appropriation for White Pine Blister Rust Control, to be spent in 
cooperation with this Department. In addition to this action, 
there were 83 other towns and cities making available funds for 
blister rust work, in fact, the total funds approprizted amounted 
to more than any one year since the control of this disease was 
undertaken. 


Conforming to our annual custcm with towns cooperating 
in this program, we are attaching a statement briefly summar- 
izing the accomplishments in your town during the 1959 season. 


In the financial statement the amount reported as ‘‘Coop- 
erative Aid” covers not only expenditures in Ribes eradication, 
but also state or federal funds spent in detaiied mapping of 
areas prior to the actual work of control. Such surveys have 
not only been instrumental in reducing the acreage over which 
it is necessary to remove Ribes bushes, but have permitted cov- 
erage of larger areas with the limited funds at our disposal. 
They also serve as a permanent record of initial control, and 
therefore, are of great value in any future examination, or work- 
ings, of white pine stands and their environs. 


The details of blister rust control are many and varied, and 
therefore, it is impossible to mention them all in a brief report. 
Such information as to the location of the pine protected in 1959 
or previously, infected white pine growth, or other points perti- 
nent to this program, will be gladly given by the District Leader 
who supervised the work in your town. His name and address 
are given below.

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PARKS AND PLAYGROUNDS 


On January 19, 1960—4 p.m., the Parks and Playgrounds Com- 
mission met at Mrs. Bovaird’s house to review all expenditures 
incurred on our Town Parks, Brewster Beach—both skating rinks 
and the Wolfeboro Ski Slope for the year ending 1959. All mem- 
bers were present—Mrs. Bovaird, Mrs. Miliner, Mr. Whalen, Mr. 
Foss and myself. Ten meetings were held in 1959 including two 
tours of all facilities. 


The Commission reports that intelligent planning, knowing 
material costs and labor rates, before contracting for work to be 
done in all instances, resulted in a surplus. 


Frankly, such an amount by no means truly reflects actual 
costs of time and effort that are continuously expended to make 
our recreational facilities possible and functioning. Two words 
truly reflect the means by which our recreation facilities are able 
to continue: Volunteer Labor and Equipment. 

Examples: 1 


Ski Slope Improvements and Ski Hut— 
Brewster and Carpenter students—teachers 
Brewster Equipment—Town Equipment 
Electric Light Dept. Materials and Equipment 


The Commissioners have been strongly criticized for setting 
up salaries for the operation of the ski tow—till the Town voted 
such expenditures. Last year the Town voted $1,400 for the 
Slope’s improvement and operation. When the season started this 
year the slope was in operation and being managed efficiently for 
the enjoyment of everyone. 


The Commissioners, after weighing all factors involved con- 
cerning what methods are required to operate and maintain a safe 
ski tow operation voted to pay two competent men $400 each for 
the season. This decision guaranteed our townspeople a dependa- 
ble operation at all times weather conditions permitted skiing. As 
Commissioners we kept to a minimum ski operation costs, fully 
realizing skiing condition involves capital risks. In any event we 
are certain the people of our town are getting the greatest value 
at the lowest cost to our taxpayer of any town in the state. 


Further, reflect the amount of time, equipment, material and 
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labor involved in creating the present Brewster rink for our 
town’s children and adults. Then and now its continuity depends 
on volunteer help. We have set a figure for snow removal costs 
based on the past three years cost shown in the 1960 budget. 


Finally—our present Hockey Rink—The Town voted $1,000 
for its operation and maintenance. Would any of you men present 
consider trying to maintain alone, all of the duties necessary to 
produce ice condition required to play hockey safely for $450— 
per season, hoping nightly volunteers will be available to help 
you’? The Hockey rink is a two man operation. Needed additional 
help will cost $250 per season.

Report of the Public Health Nursing Committee 
1959 


The Public Health Nursing Service for Wolfeboro and vicin- 
ity has continued during 1959 with much the same program as 
for the past few years. Mrs. Olive Prince, R.N., has done an excel- 
lent job as School and Public Health Nurse. During the summer 
when she was on vacation, Mrs. Nancy Bean, R.N., ably covered 
for the district. 


About 500 routine physicals have been done by Dr. Harold 
Gregory. These include members of the first, third, fifth, and sev- 
enth grades at Carpenter and Tuftonboro schools and the ninth 
and eleventh grades at Brewster Academy. Hemoglobins were 
done in all three schools and urinalyses included tests for protein, 
glucose, and the pH. Patch tests were done on the first, fourth, 
and seventh grades, with 97 follow-up chest X-Rays. 


Adults and children have been taken to Dr. Wolston in La- 
conia for eye examinations; to the Heart Clinic; and to the Men- 
tal Health Clinic. 


Doctors Broderick and Kipp have each been holding a dental 
clinic one morning a week. This program is beginning to show 
excellent results, as most of the work is needed by the children 
in the lower grades. Special funds have been raised for this clinic. 


Orthopedic Clinics were held at the Clinic Room at Huggins 
Hospital in April and October. Children who attend these clinics 
nave follow up exercises with Mrs. Prince and Miss Leavitt. 


Child Health Clinics were held in the spring for immuniza- 
ions. One walk-in clinic for Salk Polio Vaccine was held early in 
the summer with 145 people attending. 


We still have our Social Service problems. Mrs. Prince works 
with the overseers of the poor for Wolfeboro and Carroll County, 
also the workers for Old Age and the Probation Officer. Mrs. 
Prince is in a position to be very helpful to these social workers 
and to serve the people who need aid. It is hoped that we shall 
soon join the Lakes Region Family Service. This service will make 
available to us, intelligent trained assistance in child development, 
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parent child relationship, physical and mental illnesses and mari- 
tal difficulties. 


The Nursing Committee wishes to thank Mrs. Prince for her 
excellent work and cooperation during the past year, also every- 
one who has in any way contributed to the success of the organi- 
zation and its program.

Report of the Librarian 


To the Board of Trustees of the Wolfeboro-Brewster Memorial 
Library: 


Gentlemen: 


The report of the librarian for the year ending January 1, 
1960 is herewith presented. 


At the beginning of the year the assistant librarian returned 
to working part time after a long illness. Later in the year the 
librarian was absent from her duties several months due to ill- 
ness. During these breaks, however, work has gone on with the 
able assistance of those working in the library. 


The patronage of an unusually large number of summer 
residents and visitors; the increase in the requests for books to 
be borrowed from the State Library; the continued awareness 
of teachers and pupils as to the facilities available to them at 
the library, and the borrowing of books by out of town Brewster 
bus pupils on Thursdays during the lunch hour, have kept the 
circulation of books at a consistently high level; in fact, the year- 
ly circulation was the second largest in the history of the library. 


The installation of a telephone and an outside book deposit 
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box have contributed to making better library service available 
to the public. 


Again this year at the annual meeting of the Women’s So- 
ciety of the Congregational Church the librarian and the assistant 
librarian gave brief book reviews on the books listed on the 
Church reading list. 


The editorial board and others interested in compiling a sec- 
ond volume of the Wolfeboro history have met at the library 
periodically during the year. 


In observance of holidays, National Library Week, U. N. day, 
and other special occasions there have been displayed on the bulle- 
tin board exhibits in keeping with the event. For National Book 
Week the library received from the Lakes Region Association 
book marks to be distributed to readers. Also during that week 
there were in the library special exhibits arranged by persons in 
town. 


The assistant librarian attended a meeting sponsored by the 
State Library on the subject of reference books for use in small 
libraries. As a result of this meeting the library received an ex- 
cellent reference book contributed by the publisher. The libra- 
rian and assistant librarian attended a district library meeting 
in Tamworth. 


The circulation of books and magazines for the year was 32,- 
370 of these classes: adult fiction, 18,086; non-fiction, 7,021; child- 
ren’s, 12,263. Four hundred and twenty new cards were issued. 
The largest day’s circulation was 260, and the smallest twenty- 
eight. One hundred and forty-six books were borrowed from the 
State Library exclusive of those left by the bookmobile. Four 
hundred and fifty-nine books were added during the year. Of this 
number 72 were contributed. The librarian wishes to thank all 
of those who have been so generous with their gifts of books and 
magazines.

Dear Sirs: 
Here is the report of the activities of the Libby Musuem for 
the season of 1959. 


There was a total attendance of 5,394 people, a gain of 885 
over that of last year. Of course, being open for the weekends un- 
til October 12 contributed to this. These people came from 31 
states, the District of Columbia, and 14 foreign countries, with 
the exception of the Dominion of Canada, were: Cuba, Puerto 
Rico, Canal Zone, Bermuda, Mexico, Argentina, England, France, 
Germany, Holland, Norway, Switzerland and Israel. Donations 
received at the door totalled $1,142.72, a gain of $627.05 over 
last year. 
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Sale of publications showed another gain over last year. The 
post cards sold well, $20.15, a slight gain over last year. The In- 
dian Trails maps were in similar demand as in previous years, 
$15.25. The Town Histories were extremely popular, I sold 37 
copies for a total of $97.00. 


There were several gifts this year, they are as follows: Mr. 
Abbott W. Lahti — 1 white sheep’s head; Mr. John Coscello — 1 
piece of Philippine currency; Mr. Al Kalled — 2 pieces of cur- 
rency, 1 Korean, 1 Brazilian; Mr. Lloyd Brewster — part of 1 
hand-made rake; Mr. Richard Minnon — 1 Great Horned Owl; 
Mrs. F. H. Olfers — 28 coins from various parts of the world, 72 
pieces of paper currency from various parts of the world, 38 
patches from the Armed Forces, and 1 plaque — a copy of the 
original Aztec calendar; Miss Ethel Willard — 1 piece of Frac- 
tional currency, 2 Carroll County Republican Newspapers; Mr. 
Manuel V. Cordoza — 1 Dragon-fly ; Mrs. Wilbur Davis — 1 skele- 
ton of a leaf; Mr. Joseph W. Sandford. Jr. — 1 Moose head; Mr. 
Nicholas Burnell — 1 Ball and Cap Revolver; Mr. Bruce Cobuen 
— 1 piece of Chinese currency, 1 1 Chinese Bank Note, 2 Japan- 
ese coins; Mr. John Norte — 1 piece of Cuban currency; Mr. 
Robert Meader — 1 volume of Paper Money of the United States, 
1 U.S. coin catalogue; Miss Catherine Nesbit — 1 Redstart nest; 
Mr. Roland Boulet — 1 German coin; Mrs. Warren Saunders — 
1 sailboat, made on Pitcairn Island, 5 Fangipna leaves from the 
same Island. This is an impressive list of the gifts in itself, but 
the fact that many came from people who do not live in Wolfe- 
boro, makes it even more so. People are interested in the Mu- 
seum’s growth. 


The pastels of Nana Rollins, in the form of a loan, were a 
special attraction, and I feel special thanks might go to Mr. G. 
Albert Rollins for obtaining them for us. 


There are several things which should be done to the Mu- 
seum in the form of up-keep. I feel that the most pressing is 
the replacement of the ceiling. When I was last in the Museum I 
noticed that a piece of the ceiling, near the front door, had given 
way. I know that we are operating on a limited budget, but I think 
this is a matter which should be considered. The lighting is also 
inadequate, especially on dark, rainy days. This should be im- 
proved at the same time the ceiling is done, in order to save 
money in the long run. The ceiling could be patched, but in the 
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end it would have to be replaced, hence I feel it might be better 
to put in the ceiling now. 


The new sign was certainly a well worth while investment. 
It has called attention to the fact that there is a museum there. 
It was amazing to find that so many did not realize this. I feel 
that if we could have two more signs, about two hundred yards 
on either side of the museum, they would help to increase our 
attendance considerably. They could be quite simple — 


Visit the Libby Museum 
200 yards ahead 
The pamphlets which we gave away this year proved to be 


most popular. I would estimate that close to 700 left the Museum. 
These are a good form of advertisement for us. 


I want to thank you, the Selectmen, for your advice and 
help during this past summer. Also, I wish to thank the rest of 
the people who did various things for me in connection with the 
job.

Fire Commissioners Report 
ih) 


During the past year your Commissioners in conference with 
Chief Foss with a view to a more complete and expeditious fire 
service to the community have carried out several important 
changes and improvements in your Departments equipment and 
facilities. 


In view of our crowded quarters it was felt necessary to 
move all of the communication equipment into the Chief’s office 
where the operator gould more efficiently handle dispatch work 
without being hampered by the extremely noisy conditions at- 
tendant to the dispatch of men and apparatus. The Municipal and 
Forestry Radio control positions and an extension telephone have 
now been consolidated into one convenient control point which 
has already proved far more satisfactory than the previous in- 
stallation. 


Our past experience with the audible fire alarm system has 
shown that in many instances the call firemen in the outlying 
districts have been unable to hear the fire alarm. It was there- 
fore obviously necessary to institute improvements in the sys- 
tem by the installation of an additional horn on the Bell Shop 
and the purchase of twelve monitor radios for installation in 
the homes of the call firemen outside the range of the audible 
alarm. The new equipment will thus make your Department al- 
most completely independent of the telephone system for alert- 
ing purposes, and will thereby accelerate fire call responses. 


With respect to improvements in fire fighting and rescue 
equipment your Commissioners have purchased the following: 
Power megaphone 
Smoke ejector 
Two fog nozzles 
Power hack saw 
Fire hose 
Replacement fire coats 


All of the above equipment was procured with a view toward the 
added efficiency of the Department. 


In addition to the previously mentioned improvements to 
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the alerting system one additional fire alarm box was installed at 
the corner of North Main Street and Highland Terrace. This is 
Box 27. Duxing the year the location of other boxes have been 
slightly changed to facilitate better coverage of the system. 


¥ For future improvement of fize alarm coverage it is plan- 
ned to install additional boxes on New Durham Road, Pleasant 
Street and Sewall Road. As a step toward this extended cover- 
age the Department has purchased approximately six thousand 
feet of fire alarm wire and plans to procure the required number 
of cross-arms, hangers and insulators for continued mainten- 
ance and extension of the system. 


Apparatus maintenance during the past year has presented 
more than the usual problems and due to the age of certain equip- 
ment several costly repairs have been necessary, including replace- 
ment of the rear tires, repair of the power takeoff and replace- 
ment of the worn-out pump on Hose 2, rebuilding the engine 
and replacement of axle and other repairs to Tank 1, and a major 
engine overhaul of the engine in the Forestry truck. All of the 
above equipment is over twenty years of age and as time ad- 
vances it is anticipated that without replacement of the appara- 
tus further maintenance expense will be incurred, and the De- 
partment will be required to anticipate this by appropriate in- 
creases in the budget. 


Your Commissioners wish to extend thanks and apprecia- 
tion to Chief Foss and his assistants, the Auxiliary Department, 
and to the people of Wolfeboro for their splendid spirit and co- 
operation in helping to maintain our status as one of the finest 
small town departments in the State.

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Chief Engineer’s Report 


To the Board of Fire Commissioners and the Inhabitants of the 
Town of Wolfeboro: 


I herewith submit my reports of the fire department for the 
year ending December 31, 1959. 


The department answered 72 calls for the year of which 55 
were still alarms, 3 engineer’s calls 4 brush alarms, and 10 box 
alarms. These consisted of 30 building fires, 26 brush and grass 
fires, 7 automobile and boat fires, 5 first aid and rescue calls, 2 
smoke scares, and 2 false alarms. 


The department traveled 412 miles, used 3,950 feet of 214 
inch hose, 5,100 feet of 114 inch hose, 5,150 feet of %4, inch hose, 
raised 317 feet of ladders, and used 25 lbs. of Dry Powder in ex- 
tinguishing the fires. 


The estimated valuation of all properties involved in fire 
where there was more than $25.00 damage totaled $72,700.00, 
the insurance carried on these properties was $41,100.00, and the 
amount paid for damages was $10,457.84. There were two losses 
that had no insurance coverage and there were 2 lives lost by fire 
during the year. 


The resuscitator was used on 8 of the rescue calls and was 
instrumental in saving at least 1 life. The other rescue calls were 
for children that were locked in rooms and could not get out. 


There were 4 members of the department that attended the 
N. H. State Fire School, 5 the Rescue School at Ashburnham, 
Mass., 2 the Wardens Training School, and 15 the First Aid 
Course. 


I want to thank the citizens of the town, the fire commis- 
sioners, and the members of the fire department for their fine 
cooperation at all times.

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Forest Fire Warden’s Report 
PREVENTION IS EVERYBODY’S BUSINESS 


The year 1959 was fortunate from a forest fire standpoint. 
New Hampshire had the best record in the nation. Fewer acres 
were burned, suppression costs were substantially reduced and 
damage to woodlands held to a minimum. The record resulted 
from a combination of favorable weather conditions, an alert 
warden service and a cooperating public. 


Yet, despite all this, there still persists a disturbing note. 
58%, or 6 out of every 10 fires in 1959 were caused by care- 
less smokers and debris burners. 


10%, or 1 out of every 9 fires was caused by children. 


Careless, indifferent, thoughtless and independent minded 
individuals and failure of parents to properly supervise children 
and keep matches out of their reach, annually cause these un- 
necessary fires which cost large sums to extinguish and cause 
extensive damage. The elimination of these three causes of fires 
would radically change this picture. The rules are simple— 


1. Before burning, secure a permit from your local forest fire 
warden—the law requires it. 


2. Be sure to properly supervise your burning. 
3. Make certain your fire is DEAD OUT before leaving it. 


4. Don’t throw lighted matches, cigars and cigarettes from 
moving vehicles—use your ash tray. 


5. Don’t burn at home—Use your town dump and save your- 
self much possible difficulty, both personal and financial.

REPORT OF THE COMMISSIONERS 
OF THE ELECTRIC DEPARTMENT 


Generation 

A total of 7,415,330 kilowatt hours was generated during 
1959 which is an increase of 10.7% over 1958. Total sales in- 
creased 12.4%. The peak load for the year was 2050 kilowatts 
recorded at 5:30 p. m., August 24. The average summer peak 
(July and August) was 1696 kilowatts. 


The use of so called heavy fuel has been discontinued. All 
No. 6 fuels, and blends using No. 6 available in this area are 
imported from South America and the Middle East. These fuels 
were found to be high in vanadium which had a very corrosive 
and abrasive effect on the liners of the engines, resulting in a 
high maintenance cost. The lower cost of the No. 6 fuel auto- 
maticali:y lowers the fuel charge and consequently reduced the 
revenue of the Department. The increase in maintenance cost 
and the reduction in fuel charge revenue resulted in an uneco- 
nomical operation. 


Due to the outboard bearing difficulties experienced in 1958 
the 10 cylinder opposed piston engine was completely inspected 
and realigned. A new generator shaft and outboard bearing 
was installed and the engine returned to service February 23. 
The majority of the expense was absorbed by the engine manu- 
facturer with the Department paying only a small share based 
on the actual hours use of the engine. 


The 8 cylinder opposed piston engine and the 7 cylinder 
model 33E14 engine were completely overhauled this year. The 
entire overhaul work was accomplished by the personnel of the 
power plant. 


Distribution 

The present 2400 V. Delta distribution system is now being 
converted to 4160 Y. To accomplish this conversion the switch- 
board is being modified and a fourth wire installed the length 
of the present 8 phase circuits. The two model 38D81 opposed 
piston engines will be modified to generate at 4160 volts. The 
three older engines will continue to generate at 2400 volts which 
wil be changed to 4160 volts by the three transformers now 
supplying the South Main St. circuit. Work on this project is 
progressing and it is anticipated that it will be completed in 
1960. 


A 15 pole line extension to the Ralph Horn development off 
Forest Road will be completed early in January, 1960. This 
extension will serve three customers immediately and will pro- 
vide service to additional customers as the area is developed. A 
three pole line extension was built to supply the Donald Bier- 
weiler development at Highland Terrace. To provide adequate 
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“House Power” 17 transformers were replaced with transformers 
of larger capacity and 12 additicnal transformers were installed. 
This increased transformer capacity by 275 K. V. A. 


General 


The use of electricity for home heating continues to in- 
crease, not only in the area served by this Department but in 
most parts of the country. A total of 29 installations zre cur- 
rently being served in Wolfeboro, an incre2se of 11 over 1958. 
Heat loss calculations have been made for two additional homes 
now being constructed. 


Use of electric water heaters has doubled during the past 
two years. The Department offers a twenty hour off peak per- 
iod at .011 per kilowatt hour (.015 including fuel charge). To 
be eligible for service under this rate the tank must have a min- 
imum capacity of 50 gallons and be equipped with two trermo- 
stats. 


During 1959 all bilis received by the Department were paid 
plus the accounts payable of $16,271.53 carried over from 1958. 
The total accounts payable as of December 31 of $2,355.89 include 
$1,682.50 due in February, 1960 on the bookkeeping machine 
and several invoices received too late for 1959 payment. 


Every effort is made to maintain continuous service to our 
customers but conditions beyond our control may cause a service 
interruption. The cooperation cf our customers in reporting 
loss of service will assist the repair crew in locating the trouble 
and will expedite the repair. The most frequent cause of indi- 
vidual service failure is burned out fuses in the house circuit. 
These fuses should by replaced by the customer. If fuses fail 
freqently the services of an electrician should be engaged to 
correct the cause of the failure. If the service interruption is 
not caused by a fuse failure the customer should call the Depart- 
ment and report the outage giving his name and location. It is 
requested that the customer call even though he assumes that 
the outage has been reported by someone else. Loss of service, 
burned out street lights; as well as limbs on wires, flashes in trees, 
and other unusual conditions should also be reported by tele- 
phoning the Department at Wo!feboro 330 or 20.
